She went on the trapc/e when (juite a 
child, and travelled in late years with 
liarnuiu'a, Forepaugh's and Howe's 
great London citcuses. She made a trip 
- to Mexico with the Oran Brothers, to 
Cuba with Leon Do Leon's troupe, and 
to Central America with Clifton &. 
McMann. She made plenty of money, 
and was reputed to he well off, but 
spent money even faster than she 
made it, and, being addicted to the 
use of opium, gradually drifted into 
debt and poverty. Originally a very 
handsome women, she became worn 
and old. Two days ago she came to this 
city in destitute condition, waH taken 
ill, and carried to the Charity hospital 
delirious. There she died without any- 
one knowing her, and thence she wis 
buried.

The club bulletin- 
boards were placarded with appeals to 
legislators to go down and qualify 
themselves to serve the State. Most of 
them preferred to rush oil to Scotland 
to qualify themselves for killing grouse 
to-morrow, when the annual massacre of 
these innocent birds begins. Jlr. Uhd- 
stone is rusticating with one of his 
oldest admirers and newest Knights, 
Sir Algernon West, near Guilford. 
The Liberal leaders, with scarcely an 
exception have left town; nor will they 
return unless compelled bv the pros- 
pects, daily diminishing, of the resump- 
tion of active hostilities on the meet- 
ins; of Parliament. Most, of the new i 
Ministry remain in London, devoting | 
themselves to mastering tho duties of 
their departments. This is the more 
necessary as the majority of them are 
wholly new to their offices. 

New York, Aug. 11. — Labounhere 
thus sums up British politics in a ca- 
blegram to the World: The effrontery 
of Lord Hartington and of his friends 
must excite the jealousy of Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill. They put themselves 
forward as the exponents of Liberal 
opinion outside of the House of Com- 
mons. That opinion has pronounced it- 
self by an overwhelming majority 
against them. They have seats in Par- 
liament owing to the Conservative vo- 
ters having come to their rescue. The 
Liberals w ho have seals owe them to 
having overcome the endeavors of these 
gentlemen in alliance with the Conser 
vatives to oust them. The discredited 
and diminished dissident rump now 
calmly informs the World that the Lib- 
eral party can only be united by throw- 
ing Mr. Gladstone and accepting Lord 
Hartington as its lender, and 1 pre- 
sume dividing the spoils of office be- 
tween the fry of the Hartington gang 
and a dozen Radicals who acknowledge 
him as their chief. If. is understood 
that Lord Hartington was not in favor 
of taking his seat on the front opposi- 
tion bench, but that he was induced 
to adopt this step by Mr. Chamberlain, 
who, in consideration of having his 
way in this, joined the Unionist 
League from which, (luring the elec- 
tions, he held aloof. 

I have been analyzing the list of 
ministerial appointments, ami I find 
forty-seven members either of tho peer- 
age or of families of peers, or of the 
united |landocracy, who have received 
places carrying with them fat salaries. 
Besides these appointments a number 
of peers are given additions to their in- 
comes by their wives receiving salaries 
for acting as lay figures in court tom- 
fooleries. A total amount of £110, 
U00 is paid to the peers and sons of 
peers. The more, says John Bright, 
you examine this matter the more you 
will come to the conclusion which J 
have arrived at, namely, that this is 
neither more nor less than a gigantic 
system of outdoor relief for the arm 
toeracy of Great Britain. 

I presume the Tories and Unionists 
art* well satislied that their wretched 
dupes in Belfast have so well respond 
ed to the advice tendered them. The 
bright particular star of Orangeistn, 
Toryism and Unionism, Mr. Decabain, 
M, P., is now engaged in encouraging 
these wretches to continue to resist the 
constabulary by asserting that the reign 
of terror in Belfast is the result of a 
deliberate plan of the constabulary, 
who are known to have given pledges 
to kill Orangemen whenever they get 
the opportunity.

HENRY WARD BEEOiUW. 

The totce of his intellect and fiisoiua 
tion of his eloquence would still seem to 
bs possessed iii rii unabated degree by 
the Ruv. Henry Ward Beecher who has 
boon lately preaching in England with the 
aanie success that distinguished him in 
past years. Fe posseses the faculty of 
holding hia hearers spell bound no matter 
in what vein he addresses them, whether 
aerioutdy, reverently, or humorously. One 
who was present at the City Temple in 
Loudon on tho occasion when the Rav. 
Mr. Bdfdier held forth, says that it was 
instructive to watch the gradual growth of 
ttie assembly during tho hour preceding 
tho service Front tho aaloct group of 
"early bird»" it gi'iiw moment by moment 
into a vast throng, filling every available 
*pace in the capacious edifice, with tho 
eiooption of one or two distant corners, 
of which all but the latest comers, influ- 
enced, perhaps, b£ sinister rumors as to 
deficient voioe-power, fought shy. There 
wa* the typical devout old lady who is 
always there and always early. There 
were di'sseuting parsous of every soct and 
every shade, wi'.h a considerable sprink- 
ling of clergyman, inoluding the ascetic 
High Churchman, who duriug tho jirmon 
must have had rather a warm time of it, 
and the sleek and dapper curate. Popu- 
lar divines were there, men at whose foot 
crowda of Sunday admirers are wont to 
ait, as well as brethren who fulfil the 
"necoas'iry," if "harmless," function of 
pulpit supply. The journalist w.-ts there, 
the London merchaut was there, the un- 
mistakable American, bewrayed both by 
speech and physiognomy, was there 
Shortly bufore the service commenced a 
loading popular actress entered. But 
why that Battering beneath the clerical 
waistcoat at her upproaehf Whence that 
instant buzz of pleased recognition on the 
part of aniiaaeinolyconautingforthe most 
part presumably of eocleiastioal, if not 
lineal, descendants of tho stage-denounc- 
ing Buiitaiit'i Surely those eatoemed 
divines anJ exemplary church members 
had not seen the lady before! or, at 
least, only in the albums of worldly ac- 
quaintances in the cabinet portrait form. 
But was there any incongruity in the 
presence of an actress at tho City Tora- 
plel Remembering at the time the his 
trionio powers of the pistor, and some 
hits of inimitable acting that I had wit- 
nessed in that pulpit, and recalling, as I 
write, the dramatic style and force of the 
preacher fur the occasion, it seams to me 
ouly an illusion of the adage, "Birds of a 
feather," etc. Who can tell< Was there 
jus*, tho shadow of a shade of passing 
disappointment ae the veteran ascandea 
the platform of which he und Dr. Parker 
was ".he sole cccup«im( Was he rather 
more of the ola man than my imagina- 
tion had pictured him, more senile and 
less leonine? Was there a slight touch 
of the gentleman-farmer dotracang for the 
moment from tho awfulness of the divinel 
Did it seem, just for a passing instaut, 
as though leathern gaiters and a cattle 
market were neither irrelevant nor irrev- 
erent ideas to associate with the freah- 
colourod fact) and that p >rtly form? Only 
for a moment did these suggestions uf tho 
Evil O.ie hod a place in my mind It was 
"first and ua'uril, afterward that which 
Was spiritual." Presently all bucolic sug- 
gestions faded away, and the Ideal 
Beecher loomed grandly forth. He U a 
fine animal, but on that animal — to use 
again hia own phrase— is superinduced 
tha spiritual, and the spiritual is regnant 
supreme. 31r Beecher'a physique wuuld 
niark htm out in any assembly os a man 
of unusual atreng h of character and intul 
lectuai power, 'fnat f.^ll br-ivv, liko joino 
tall el.ff that lifts its awful form; that 
eerene, massive mouth, automatically elo- 
quent; those slightly prominent eye.*, 
i.-apablo of »ivid tiro duties, only needed 
kindling to show themselves the sanctu- 
ary of a lofty inspiration, tho tomple aud 
organs of a God-givon genius. Tita en- 
tire service was conduotod by Mr. 
Bieoher, who announced tho f.imiiinr 
hymn, "Not all tho blood of beasts," and 
fntid the whole of it in accents tremulous, 
as it seemed, w,tb suppressed eraution, it 
n'as recited with a tine alocutiun, though 
(.early inaudible amid the noise of move- 
ment within the building, and the 
i oar of the traffic outside. This was 
inllowed by a rending of the 23rd Paalm, 
. iiaraotenied by a teudur pathos that 
threatened over and uijain t" break into a 
sob, especially in the verse beginning, 
"Though I walk through the valley of 
die shadow of death." On tho word

One would as soon expect to see 
Jupitor playing chuck-farthing as to hoar 
Mr. Baecher twaddling. Ha has a tine 
voice, when he chooses, and a noble 
figure, whether he ohooses or not. He is 
broad in hia views and charities, and yet 
the accent of profound conviction runs 
through all he says. Ho is playful, but 
never flippant. His sympathies are with 
social and political, as well as theological 
ideas, Ho is tnbuno and prophet in one.

A 4. 1 PS Y BEAUTY. 

Under the above title, in the August 
Century, Oharles G. Loland writes of 
Charlotte Cooper, ono of the oldest and 
most famous of the Romanies: 

"Fifty or sixty years ago the gyp- 
uiea in England were a much more re- 
markable race than they are at present. 
The railway had not come to break up 
their habits, there were hundreds of 
lonely places in dell a and dingle where 
they could liatch the tan, or pitch the 
tont, their blood had been little mixed 
with that of the Oorgio, or Gentile, 
they spoke their language with greater 
purity than at present, and still kept 
their old characteristics unchanged. If 
they had the faults of the Arabs, they 
had also many of their good qualities. 
If they stole horses and foraged on 
farmer.", if their women told fortunes, 
lied and sometimes cheated a man out 
of all his ready money by protending 
to find a troasure in his collar; on th« 
other barid they were extremely grate- 
ful and honest to those who befriended 
them, and manifested in many ways a 
rough manliness which partially re 
deemed their petty vices. They were 
all, as are many of their sons at pre- 
sent, indomitable "rough riders, of the 
horse horsey," and to a man boxers, so 
that many of them were distinguished 
in the prize ring, the last of these be- 
ing Jem Mac. At this time there pre- 
vailed among the English Romany * 
it strong mutual faith, a tribal honesty, 
which was limited, but all the strong- 
er for that, even as the arms of a man 
grow stronger when he loses the use of 
bin legs. Tliey were a people of power- 
ful frames, passions and traditional 
principles. Their weak children soon 
died from the hardships of nomadic 
life, the remainder illustrated selection 
by Buffering, and the survival of the 
fittest — to light. 

"With such characteristics there 
could not fail among the gypsies many 
Htriking instances of warm friendship, 
intense love, and the fidelity which en- 
dures even till death. This was known 
of them when little else was known be- 
yond their most apparent and ropul- 
riive traits. Walter Scott indulged in 
no romantic license when he depicted 
Hayraddin Mangrabin as devoted to 
Quentin Durward; even at present the 
incident of a thoughtful gift or any like 
act of kindness to them will be remem 
bered with a gratitude out of all pro- 
portion to its value, and go the rounds 
of all the Romany in the United 
States. And therefore when men fell 
in love with women there often result- 
ed those instances of intense passion 
and steady faith, which at the present 
day are really becoming mythical. The 
uipsy in this, as in everything else, has 
been a continuation of the middle ages, 
or of the romance era. 

Such a passion was inspired more 
than half a century ago by Jack Ooop- 
er, the Kv/rumengro Rom, or Fighting 
Gypsy, in a girl of his own tribe. Her 
name was Charlotte Lee, and it was 
about 1830 that Leslie, tho Royal Aca- 
demician, led by the fame of her beauty, 
painted the picture, now in Now York 
in the possession of his sister, Miss Em- 
ma Leslie, from which the engraving 
here given was taken. The fame of her 
charms still survives among her people, 
and when a few days ago as I write, I 
was talking of Charlotte to some gyp- 
sies of her kin near Philadelphia, 1 was 
asked if I meant the ffinkeni; that is, 
the Beautiful one." 

Life in Mars. 

Somo time ago it was observed that, 
situated at each pole of Mars there is 
a white patch, which increases and de- 
creases at regular intervals. This had 
been observed for many years before 
the explanation was suggested by Her- 
schel, that it was due to the freezing 
of the sea, and was exactly analogous 
to our Arctic and Antartic oceans. If 
this were true, the patch of ice would 
of course decrease in the martial sum- 
mer and increase again as the winter 
c ame on. This was soon shown to be 
the fact. Thus we see that as far as 
regards the sea, JIars is much the same 
as our earth, with the exception that 
the proportion of land is much large. 
< In the earth the land is only about one- 
third of the area of the sea; while ou 
Mars the land and sea uurfuco seems to 
be about ecpial in extent. The land is 
much cut up by the water, wkich ex 
ists, not so much in the form of a few 
large oceans, but rather as a number of 
curious shaped narrow inlets and chan 
littla which intersect the continents in 
all directions. The bright red color of 
i he land is a curious fact, for which no 
adequate explanation has as yet been 
suggested, rlerschel considered it was 
due to the peculiar nature of tho soil; 
but it certainly seems curious that on 
ibis point Mars should differ from all 
tho other planets. The appearance of 
the earth seen from a similar distance, 
would probably be a dirty green or 
perhaps brown. In fact on the earth 
we have no soil or rock, which occurs 
in any quantity, of the red culor which 
we observe on Mars. There is there- 
fore no vegetation, unless we adopt the 
curious theory advanced by a French 
savant, that in Mars the foliage is red. 
Unluckily, we have no instrument that 
can at 'all help us here; the telescope 
and spectroscope are alike useless, and 
for the present we must content our- 
selves with vain conjectures, — C/icw»-
